LICE ON APPLE TUBES.—A friend from 


rillston has sent to our ollico n branch of an, 
apple tree nil encrusted over with little green- 
ish scales that look like minute musclu sholk 
They are not uncommon to young npplu Ireux, 
but "are n serious tioublu, and very injuriou* 
to their growth. They are forme'd by a little 
fly, which lays an egg or two on the bruni-h, 
and then covers them over by this scule whi'-h 
protects tlinm from tho weather. 
Here they 


lie until hatched by thu warmth of spring, 
when the wot in perforates them and creeps 
out. 
If examined by a jihiM of moilerute 


magnifying power, they can be clearly seen. 
A good" method to prevent and destroy those, 
is to make a lather of whule-oil soap, or if that 
cannot bo obtained, common soft so.ip of thu 
kitchen will dn. Take it in the hand ami rub 
it on. It H siiid a wash of quassia wood Moon- 
ed in water, will destroy them. A lye made 
of n pound of | otash and ttvogullons of water, 
and applied with a swab, is sometimes used— 
or a lye madu of common wood ashes, not very 
strong, muy he applied in thu spring before 
the leaves start.—Mainn Farmer.
